Why We Get Less 


The largest number ever of Black dele- 
gates attended the Democratic conven- 
tion in New York. Likewise the smallest 
number of Black Republicans attended 
the Detroit convention. ; 

The size of neither of these two delega- 
tions meant very much as to what these 
two political conventions did for Black 
people. 

The lesson to be learned from this, is 
that size alone is not the most important 
factor. It is evident that despite all the 
whooping and hollering we do, Negroes 
still get less out of politics than any other 
group. 

Itis not that we don't have the clout and 
recognition our numbers should entitle 
us to. It is because we are SO easily satis- 
fied: We demand so little and then settje 
for less. Those in command know that 
despite whatever hurt we may suffer, 
come election day, we can be counted on 
voting for whoever the party leaders tell 
us to. 

Not only are we losing interest in vot- 
ing, we are voting so blindly that we are 
fast becoming the laughing stock of the 
nation.’ 

We seem to have forgotten the high 
price in blood and tears we paid for the 
right to vote. Black leaders before Eman-

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cipation knew that freedom could never 
be attained without the right to vote. 
Thaddeus Stevens, the great benefactor 
of Negroes in the pre and post Civil War 
Congress said: “Until the Negro achieves 
suffrage, he retains what we have won for 
him only at the sufferance of his’ neigh- 
bors. They must have the ballot or they 
will continue virtually to be slaves. With 
less than this, it was a pity that their bonds 
were broken.” 

Carter C. Woodson, the noted histo- 
rian, recognizing the plight of the Negro, 
said: “today the (Negro) finds himself 
unconsequential because he c a n be 
parked on one side of the fence.” 

As long as we can be parked on one 
side of the fence, we will never receive 
nothing but back door handouts. ; 

It is a scandalous shame that with the 
tremendous voting power we have -in 
most of America’s industrial cities, that 
this voting power earns us so little. 

Take the problems of education. At no 
period in American history have Blacks 
received equal education. E v en in 
schools that are not segregated, we do 
not get the same education. A n d, in 
segregated schools, our childrenfare 
much worse. 

Do we complain about these condi- 
tions? No! We accept them and go right

more support from black voters than any other 
Republican over the past 30 years, and 
obviously has considerable influence with 
Reagan, perhaps he can persuade Reagan to 
say something in his future speeches to attract 
the attention of black voters.

workers who die after working 
long enough under social 
security, a social security repre- 
sentative said recently. 

These survivors include the 
worker's ‘unmarried children 
under 18, under 22 if 
students, or disabled before 
reaching 22; a parent caring for 
a child under 18 or disabled 
who gets benefits; a widow or 
widower 60 or.over, ‘or 50 or 
older if severely disabled, and 
dependent parents 62 or older. 
In addition, a surviving 
divorced wife can generally get 
the same benefits as a widow if 
the marriage lasted 10 years or 
more. 

A lump-sum payment of 
$255 can be made to the 
worker's widow or widower 
who lived in the same house- 
hold. If there is no eligible 


“widow or widower, the lump 


sum is generally applied 


towards the funeral expenses. 

It is important that survivors 
apply for benefits as soon as 
possible following the worker's 
death. This is especially impor- 
tant for widows or widowers 
60-65 or 50 or over if disabled. 
This is because, for these peo- 
ple, benefits cannot be paid 
before the month of applica- 
tion. 

At the present time the 
average social security payment 
to a mother and two children is

$778 a month. The average 
payment to an aged widow is

When applying, survivors
